Tourists Blench At High 
Prices Rampart In Poland 


by BILL DILLINGHAM 
American cigarettes in Poland 
cost IO dollars a pack. 
With haggling, perhaps a carton 
can be had for 90 dollars. A gallon 
of gasoline costs $4.50, and a bar of 
soap a mere 2 dollars. 
This is the economic scene today 
in Poland in relation to the U. S. 
dollar. 
• « 
• 
ONE AMERICAN dollar Is ex­ 
changeable in the Polish National 
bank for 4 zlotys. On the street, it 
is possible to get IOO or even 120 
zlotys per dollar. 
Under these conditions, travelers 
quite naturally take their money 
to the bank. 
The huge difference of opinion 
about the value of the U. S. dollar 
arises from the fact that Poland is 
in the “ruble area,” and Moscow 
does not credit our money as being 
worth very much. 
Polish workers are earning about 
1200 zlotys per month in unskilled 
labor. 
A medium-sized room with heat 
costs 150 zlotys per month, shoes 
are about 300 a pair and a radio

THIS REPORTER traveled over 
1200 miles in Poland, visiting all 
of the main cities and hundreds of 
villages. 
The roads were usually in excel­ 
lent condition, although very few 
cars were in use. 
Trucks were the main vehicle 
being used, carrying groups of 
people to and from work. 
. On Sundays, trucks transported 
people for their holiday activities. 
With the exception of Warsaw, 
throughout Poland almost no traf­ 
fic lights were encountered. 
Everywhere, people were keenly 
interested to know how their econ­ 
omy compared to those of other 
countries. They constantly asked 
prices of c l o t h i n g , mechanical 
items and food.* * * 
THE PRICES of clothing in Po­ 
land are so high in relation to 


wages that most of the people, 
even when dressed in their Sunday 
best, have to resort to elaborate 
patching up. It is not uncommon to 
see a man s shirt collar made of 
oilcloth. It can be wiped clean with 
a damp cloth and permits the shirt 
to escape the wear of frequent 
washing. (But tends to itch when 
collar cracks.) 
The few Americans that manage 
to get visas to Poland find it one 
of the most expensive countries in 
the world. 
Travel agencies in Paris, Rome 
and Scandinavia confidentially in­ 
form travelers that women’s ny­ 
lon stockings sell for 25 dollars a 
pair in Poland, and that it is per­ 
fectly legal to import and sell them 
there. This fact alone removes the 
economic sting to foreigners. 
* * * 
IN ALL of Poland’s main cities 
there are State stores that buy 
from the public. 
This saves the visitor the indig­ 
nity of lurking in the shadows, 
signaling people with a “psssst,” 
and permitting bare glimpses of 
the nylons from the inside coat 
pocket.

A delicious, golden brown coffee 
cake flavored with cinnamon and 
chopped nuts is our feature of the 
week. 
The recipe has been shared with 
us by Mrs. Stanley F. Fill, and it 
is a great favorite with her family. 
Called Hungarian Rolls, the cake 
is composed of sm all balls of a 
yeast dough. The balls are dipped 
in butter, then rolled in a mixture 
of cinnamon, sugar and chopped 
nuts. 
They are then placed in layers 
in a tube pan and baked. The pan 
is inverted immediately, so that 
the melted butter drips over the 
entire cake. 
The cake is eaten' by breaking 
off the cinnamon rolls. It is tempt­ 
ing in appearance as well as taste. 
As this recipe m akes two cakes, 
Mrs. Fill assures us that they may 
be frozen successfully, too. 
Another favorite recipe of Mrs. 
Fill’s is for Cream Cheese Tarts. 
Somewhat sim ilar 
to 
a 
cookie, 
these rich, delicate tarts are de­ 
licious .served for breakfast, at a 
morning coffee or afternoon tea, 
or as a dessert. 
Simple to prepare, the dough 
consists of just three ingredients: 
cream cheese, flour and butter. 
The dough is rolled out, cut into 
circles and filled with* jam or any 
prepared filling such as apricot, 
prune or poppy seed.

GROWERS should c e r t a i n l y 
strive to prevent the Hessian fly 
population 
from 
increasing

observing the suggested seeding 
dates. 
In view of the indicated increase, 
it is more important than ever to 
follow the recommendations as a 
means of escaning Hessian fly 
damage next year. 
Although wheat sown before the 
suggested seeding dates might es­ 
cape serious 
damage this 
fall, 
early fall seeding will likely result 
in a serious buildup in pooulation, 
and a spring brood in 1957 may 
cause serious losses to all fields 
regardless of seeding dates. 
SINCE THE seeding dates rec­ 
ommended for Hessian fly control 
are

dates which have given maximum 
wheat yields over a period of many 
years, there seems to be no logi­ 
cal reason why wheat growers 
should not conscientiously follow 
the recommendations.

A frost scare around September 
7 and 8 caused considerable con­ 
cern about late planted corn, but 
actual damage W'as slight. 
Light frost was reported in many 
areas with temperatures down to 
27 degrees in North Platte, Neb. 
Immediately afterward, 
tempera­ 
tures bounced back to high 80’s 
and low 90’s W'hich aided rapid 
drying of both corn and beans. 
ILLINOIS, the favored state in 
both corn and bean production in 
1956, expects to have the highest 
yields and largest production ever 
in both of these crops. 
Abundant July and August rain­ 
fall with 
normal 
temperatures 
turned the trick. 


Even 1948’s bumper corn crop is 
expected to be exceeded. 
Iowa, the second state in corn 
production this year, has a spotted 
crop, varying from generally good 
in the east to poor in the west. But 
in many areas, yields may vary 
by 50 bushels within a few' miles. 
Irregularly scattered showers and 
unusually severe hailstorms pro­ 
duced this effect. Minnesota will 
rank third in corn production this 
year and second in soybeans. 
Minnesota has rapidly come to 
the fore as a corn producer since 
the introduction of hybrid corn 20 
years ago.

Some grain can mold and cake 
I during the fall and winter even 
though it is stored below a safe 
moisture level and in a weather- 
tight bin.

DURING the fall and winter, 
grain near the walls and surface 
of the bin cools fast while grain at 
die center tends to stay warm. Be­ 
cause of this difference in temper­ 
atures. moisture slowly but stead­ 
ily moves from the warmer to the

By spring, unless you have done 
something about it, moisture ac­ 
cumulating in the surface layers of 
the grain will have Caused a bowl­ 
shaped mass of mold ycakedgrain 


one or two feet deep at the top 
center of the bin Mees says. 
The only way to control this 
moisture movement is to cool the 
grain by drawing cold air from 
outside the bin and circulating it 
downward through the grain. 
In this way the warm moist air 
is pushed out directly from the bin 
instead of being forced to the sur­ 
face, w'here the grain is cold -and 
w'here the moisture is likely to 
condense.

M arguerite Stitt Church last week rode hard through north­ 
west suburbs and sounded very much like a lady Paul Revere. 
Crying a figurative “to arms to arms, the Democrats 
are coming,” the GOP congresswoman sought to prod loose 
a complacent Republican organization accustomed to having 
everything its own way. 
Partisan elections have t>een rather dull affairs in suburbia. 
There’s never been much doubt as to the outcome. 
As a result, 
candidates bypassed suburbs on vote-gathering swings, ignored or 
glossed over issues directly affecting suburbanites, and for the most 
part denied voters the opportunity for free debate provided less 
partisan territories. 
Unfortunately, the “market place of ideas” never set 
up shop in suburbia— and a truly intelligent and enlightened 
citizenship needs such a free political climate in which to de­ 
velop. 
It’s encouraging, therefore, to see Democrats begin to make 
a more vigorous appeal for suburban support and Republicans 
to stir themselves into some conscientious fence mending. 
Paddock Publications have traditionally leaned toward the 
Republican party. 
But they have also been concerned over sub­ 
urban voters being “robbed” in a sense, of a democratic heritage 
only because the GOP frequently yawned its w'ay through an 
election w’hile Democrats shied away in a flourish of indifference.
